Based on rumors from the mus- 
ty corners of the Crawford County 
Court House, the new construction 
boom, which up to now has been 
restricted to private homes and 
business and civic enterprises, 
will soon spread to public build- 
ings. 

The Corrections Commission of 
the State has advised the County 
Board of Supervisors that action 
toward the construction of a new 
jail must be taken. It has been 
hinted several times recently that 
the jail will be condemed, as has 
been the case in Roscommon, Ot- 
sego and other nearby counties. 
Such action would necessitate the 
transportation of local _ prisoners 
to Charlevoix or Harrison or fur- 
ther, 

Roscommon County prisoners 
are now brought to the Crawford 
County Jail. Otsego County trans- 
ports their prisoners as far as 
Harrison at a cost of over $500 a 
month, It is a requirement that 
two person’s from the Sheriff’s 


department. -accompany --prisoners- 


transported — an expense which 
is added to the room and board 
costs the county must pay. 

If Crawford County must trans- 
port its prisoners, due to condem- 
nation of the jail, it is anticipated 
that additional tax revenue will 
be necessary for county operation. 
This can only come from new 
taxes or by allocation of taxes 
now going to the school system 
for county operation. 

In_addition to the necessity of 
building a new jail, the county 
has a pressing need for a library 
building and will soon be requir- 
ed to take some action to improve 
or rebuild the county home for 
the aged. 

Through this._newspaper, the 
respective township and city su- 
pervisors that make up the County 
Board will endeavor to keep the 
taxpayers of the county abreast 
of progress being made in regard 
to these problems. The jail, being

‘Archery deer season gets under. 
way throughout the state for some 
35,000-——40,000 bow and arrow en- 
thusiasts. These modern Robin 
Hoods may-take deer of any age, 
either sex during the October 1- 
November 5 season in 79 count- 
ies. 

Archers are restricted to “bucks 
only” in Emmet, Menominee and 
Chippewa county --- excluding 
Drummond Island. However, 
during an October 1, 
15 season in Allegan county, deer 
of either sex are legal game for 
~archers, _ 

‘Bow and arrow hunting for 
bears also is legal throughout the 
state during the October 1, Nov- 
ember 5 season. 

Firearm hunters, meanwhile, 
will. be in action during an Oct- 
ober 1, November 5 bear season 
in the upper peninsular and the 
northern lower peninsula.

Canned goods are usually more 
reasonably priced when the can- 
ning plant. is finishing the season’s 
pack.

[nove their product before cold 
weather. As soon as the canned 
foods go into storage, the cost 
starts increasing. When you buy 
a can of beans in January you will 
have to pay for the original cost 
of the beans plus the storage costs. 

The size of the “carry-over” will 
determine price” also. ‘“‘Carry- 
over” is the amount left over from 
last year’s pack.: If this season’s 
pack is large and of good quality, 
special merchandising efforts are 
made to get rid of last year’s pack. 

Most canned . goods come in a 
variety of different st 
you are really bargain hunting, 
you'll know what size of can best 
suits your family. A ten cent can 
of tomatoes will actually cost you 
double if you eat oniy half of ‘it 
and throw the other half away. 
Buy a size which you can eat up at 
a meal without left overs. 

Folks wonder about the com- 
parative food value of canned and 
fresh products. Because of the 
speed and improved methods of 
the canning process, very little, 


food value is lost in commercial } 


canning. In fact, commercially 
lcanned food often retains more of 
the original food value of a prod- 
uct than does home canning. But 
often we lose or destroy that food 
value. And most serious offense 
is to pour the juice down the 
drain. This happens too aften 
when using canned vegetables. 
; The liquid contains much of the 
vitamin and mineral value of the 
product.
